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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3,5-7,and17-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 1, which include, a zoom lens used as a 
projection lens of a projector, a prism is located between the projection lens and a 
spatial lens optical modulating element and a meniscus positive lens closest to the 
modulator and the following conditions are satisfied: -0.3<(GLR1/GL Nc i - Bfw)/ fw<- 
0.05,2.5<fGL/fw<3.5 where GLR1 is a radius of curvature of a surface of the lens 
closest to the spatial optical modulating element, the surface facing the screen, GL Nd is 
a refractive index at the d-line of the lens, Bfw is a air equivalent back focus of the zoom 
lens at a wide-angle end, and fw is a focal length of an entire zoom lens system at the 
wide-angle end, and fGL is a focal length of the lens closest to the spatial optical 
modulating element. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The closest prior art Wada (6,816,320 B2) discloses a zoom lens 
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and projector having the same. Naghara (6,809,877) discloses a zoom lens and 
projection display using the same.
